Election/Restrictions

altered structure property. 

IV. Claim 20, drawn to a cell. 

V. Claim 21, drawn to a method of producing nucleic acid. 

VI. Claim 22, drawn to a method of peptide display. 

VII. Claims 23-27, drawn to a method of separating a 
substance from a mixture. 

VIII. Claim 29, drawn to a method of treating a 
pathological condition . 

IX. Claim 30, drawn to an assay. 

X. Claims 31-32, drawn to a gene delivery system. 

XI. Claims 33-34, drawn to a conjugate of protein 
molecule . 

XII. Claim 35, drawn to a chromatography column. 
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XIII. Claim 36, drawn to a nucleic acid. 

XIV. Claims 37-39, drawn to a nucleic acid library. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the 
following reasons:

Inventions I, IV, IX, X, XI, XII, XIII and XIV are 
unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have 
different modes of operation, different functions, or different 
effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the 
different inventions are drawn to different compounds with 
different structures or functions. 

Inventions (I, IV, IX, X, XI, XII, XIII and XIV) and (II, 
III, V, VI, VII and VIII) are unrelated. Inventions are 
unrelated if it can be shown that they are not disclosed as 
capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 
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806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions are drawn to different methods and different 
compounds . 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of 
their recognized divergent subject matter, and the search 
required for Group I is not required for Group II -XIV, 
specifically the literature search, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper.
